MAY STATE ATTACK FRANCHISE 
| AFTER YEARS OF DELAY? 
Attorneys for Companies Say the Fact 
ef Collecting, Tolls from the Corpeo- 
rations Is Virtual Recognition of 
Their Rights to Operate—City’s Le- 
gal Adviser Replies That Estoppel 
Cannot Ren Against the Illinois 
Government. 


May the state attack the validity of a 
franchise on which it has collected taxes 
for a long period of time? .

ELEVENTH STRIKE VICTIM DIES. 


Francis Voelker, Union Man Shot by a 
Deputy Sheriff Last Sunday, Suc- 
cumbs in Hospital ae 


The eleventh death from strike violence 
occurred yesterday when Francis Voelker, 
the union press feeder shot last Sunday night 
by Deputy Sheriff Michael Fitzgerald died 
at the county hospital. — 

Fitzgerald is Out on bond until his case is 
called for hearing in Justice Sabath’s court 
on June 2.

The state militia companies o Chie g0 and 
other cities of Illinois wil! not suffer ause 
of the cuts in appropriations made by Gov.

Michigan,is snowing, and in the events which 

are close, this determination may count tor 

something. 

Since Annis’ victory over Hogenson in the 
100 yard dash, both Hogenson, Blair, and 
Keeler, the other contestants who were 
beaten off the marks by Annis, have said that 
Annis did not “ beat the gun."" What really 
happened was that, owing to the starter’ 
low voice, Annis alone heard the order “* g¢ 
set,’ and, therefore, was the only one to 
start with the gun. His time of ten seconds 
is, therefore,. bona fide. Michigan men grant 
that Hogenson ought to be given the call 
over Annis in a a rl race, but assert that 
Annis may surprise the maroon again at the 
conference. 

In the high jump Michigan is counting on 
a decided reversal of last Saturday's work. 
Leete, the most reliable high jumper of the 
squad, was not allowed to compete against 
Chicago on account of a sprained ankle. 

Should Fishleigh recover his strength be- 
fore the conference, Michigan will have a 
vaulter equal to any in the west. But, 
though Trainer Fitzpatrick’s whole time has 
been devoted to putting the ginger back into 
Fishleigh, there is small hope that this good 
vaulter will finish even among the first six 
at the conference. 

Before Saturday Lightbody’s “wonderful 
distance running abilities were credited here 
as absolute fairy tales. Since Trainer Fitz- 
patrick has discovered. however. that the 
maroon long distance apparatus looks good 
to win both the mile and half mile, a more 
advantageous lining up of Michigan's dis- 
tance men is expected at the conference.

Lewis and Clark were followed by Long, 
Simpson, Fremont, and Stevens, The north- 
west owes much to these daring advance 
agents of civilization. It owes more to the 
locomotive. Explorers revealed its inex- 
haustible resources. The locomotive made 
it possible for men to go out so soon and 
possess them. But for steam power large 
portions of the region would still be unin- 
habited and undeveloped.

books, that it is not uncommon for him to 
have ag many ae fifty offices in different 
cities in each of which she is duplicated as

The skirt repeata the general outline of the bertha 
in a yoke effect, which is made of the “bands,” and to 
which is attached the lower part of the skirt by means of 
insertion matching the lace ruffles, — 

The bottom part of the skirt is accordion plaited and 
finished at the bottom with two gathered ruffles of the 
lace.

To Carve Weli— 


Tt is absolutely necessary to have good, 


Sharp knives. But this is not all. The 
Garver must be familiar with the anatomy of 
the joint, so as to be able to cut thin and 
broad slices, and, further, to give the meats 
an appetizing and pleasing appearance. 

The ribs of beef are about the easiest joint 
to carve for a beginner. When they are 
ready for carving they should be trimmed in 
order to free them from the desiccated meat 
The Side near the shoulder is then cut 
straight, and the ribs are set upright on the 
Sarvinge dish, which should be provided with 
@ cavity at one end, so that the juice running 
from the joint may be gathered there and 
be taken up easily. The knife should be held 
horizontally, and the beef has to be cut 
Smoothiy, with long, steady strokes. The 
thinner the slices the better it is, and the 
greater is the skill of the carver. 

The carving of the sirloin is not so expedi- 
tious, and requires some skill. If the whole 
loi is to’ be carved at once, the tenderloin— 
or undercut, as the English say—may be re- 
moved first and cut in thin slices. The joint 
is then turned over, and the carver slips 
the knife all around the meat, at the end near 
the ribs, in order to free it frorm the bones. 
it ts then sliced as fine az possible, parallel 
with the ribs.

Flavor of rose leaves is a great addition to 
certain cakes and confections. A rose paste 
made at home is much purer than many of 
the extracts sold for the purpose. It is made 
by chopping the leaves of fragrant roses into 
a smooth mass with white sugar and placing 
them in an oven long enough to heat thor- 
oughly, but not entirely melt the sugar. Use 
one cup of the leaves to three of sugar. Keep 
in air tight cans and allow to stand six 
months before opening. This must be used 
carefully, only a small quantity being neces- 
sary to flavor a large cake, 

A novelty at a recent dinner was a Roman 
punch flavored in this way with the Turkish 
preserved rose leaves, which may be pur- 
chased at any store dealing in oriental goods. 

Into an ordinary Roman punch, which is 
simply a lemon sherbet flavored to taste 
with rum, the rose leaves were stirred, a few 
at a tinie, until a delicate flavor was ob- 
tained, and the mixture was then frozen 
to a soft and snowy consistency, and served 
in small glasses. Half a can of the Turkish 
leaves would flavor a sufficient quantity for 


eight persons. 
An Ideal China Clostt—- 


Is built between dining room and kitchen 
so that it ean be entered unobserved when 
guests are at table. The shelves are not 
more than fourteen inches wide and about 
nineteen inches apart. If wider than this the 
tendency ig to pile too many dishes upon 
them, and they are apt to give way. 

Corrugated rubber, such as is used beside 
kitchen sinks, is an excellent covering for 
the shelves, and decreases the breakage of 
china by 50 per cent. A serviceable device 
for use when plates are stood on end is to 
use a rope instead of a cleat to hold them | 
and to fasten it at the corners and ip the 
center by double headed tacks driven down 
tightly into the sheives. This being sjight- 
ly yielding, the plates aré less apt to fall 
over from a sudden jar or slight blow. 
Heavy pieces such as platters and vegetable 
dishes should be placed on the lowest of*the 
broad shelves, the greatest weight being 
brought as far as pussible over the cleats. 

Where plates and saiicérs are piled one 
upoh the other they should have rounds of 
felt or canton flannel ‘placed between them 
The rounds should er come above the 
hollow: of the plates. on which cups 
are hung should not be serewed on the edge 
of the second shel. but well underneath it. 
They should be tested fron time to time, lest 


shelves they become loose. ] 
The second shelf should be about three 
inches narrower than the one beneath it te 
admit of large dishes being lifted out safely. 
The upper shelves, unless used for large 
dishes, may be flush with the second. The 
top shelf should have a broad cleat across 
and around it. This is for the purpose ot 
keeping the various odds and ends, such as 
are usually stored thereon, from falling over 
upon the dishes.

Fill the mold to 
overfow, spread a paper above, press the 
cover down over the paper, and finish pack- 
ing in ice and salt.

Discovery of Workmen on the Ancient 
Senta Fe Trail in Kansas | 


City. 


City, Mo. —Wotlmen employed by 
R. lL. Winter grading a new platted tract of 
land south of Twenty-seventh street and 
east of Indiana avenue stopped this after- 
noon to clean away an obstacle that had 
caught in a plow just under the beam. It 


was brown with dirt, but) when they pulled it } 


away they discovered a human skull. 
Further investigation brought to light 
other bones that were undoubtedly the bones 
of a man. The workmen dug around and 
found pieces of rotten wood, a few rusty 
nails, and some old horn buttons. The wood 
was evidently part ofa pine box in which the 
man whose bones were found was buried. 
The place where the bones were found was 
in the yard of a house how owned by Mrs. 
George A. Neal, which is to be moved. The 
place was the home of James M. Campbell 
for many years. Mr. Campbell told George 
A. Neal that the origina! trail to New Mex- 
ico crossed what is now Indiana avenue be- 
tween Twenty-seventh and Twenty-éighth 
streets. At that time the boats were un- 
loaded at Fort Osage, now Sibley, but a few 
years afterward all the boats came to Kan- 
sas City and saved twenty-five miles over- 
land haul. That move made the Santa Fé 
trail of history and tradition. The old trail 
from Sibley ran through Westport and this 
cut off across what is now Kansas City, ran 
south, and struck the old trail at Westport. 


MILITIA WILL NOT SUFFER. 


Deneen Explains That Specific Appro- 
priation Items VYetoed Can Be Pro- 
vided For by General Fund. — 


Springfield, Ill., May 27.—Regarding the 
complaint made as to appropriations for the 
national guard by the legislature and the 
veto of certain items, it was stated today at 
the goverpor’s office that a serious misap- 
prehension existed regarding facts. 

The general assembly appropriated $723,- 
005 for the national guard. Gov. Deneen ve- 
toed items aggregating . $108,780, leaving 
$614,225. The separate items were vetoed be- 
cause a law does not permit the governor 
to reduce specific sums, and for that reason 
the smaller sums were selected. Each of 
these is properly a matter of ordinary ex- 
penditure and should be paid for out of the 
appropriation for ordinary expenses. The 
national guard will not suffer, as expenses 
for the same purposes will be properly 
chatgeable to this fund. 

It was stated also that the last general as- 
sembly not only appropriated a much larger 
sum for state purposes than did the preced- 
ing session, but that it also appropriated 
$619,709.26 more than was provided for in 
the bill for the tax levy and the estimate of 
the income of the state from all sources. 
This necessitated vetoes for larger amounts 
of money than had been made heretofgre.

As soon 
as he came to the surface he shouted lustily 
for help, and his cries were echoed along 
both sides of the water front until more than 
5,000 people had gathered. The rescue was 
made by the policemen in a boat.

DREAMLAND’S GIGANTIC STATUE 


It Took Twenty-three Men Two Weeks 
. to Make the Molds for 
“Creation.” 


New, York.—The allegorical figure, “‘ Crea- 
tion,’ at the entrance to Dreamland, Coney 
island, entailed in its erection unusual difi- 
culties. The figure is that of an angel with 
extended wings which measure from tip to 
tip eighty feet. Its height is forty feet. 

It was the intention to bring to Dreamland 
the original figure which stood in front of 
the “‘Creation’’ building at the St. Louis 
fair, but it was found that the original statue 
contained so much iron work that it would be 
impossible to cut it into sections for trans- 
portation. It became necessary to make a 
mold of this figure, the largest piece of 
statuary evér seen in this country except the 
statue of liberty. 

A. Cesary & Co., contractors in ornamental 
* plaster work, agreed to do the work, and 
President Reynolds made the necessary con- 
tract with them. Mr. Cesary of that firm, 
who reproduced the statue and the orna- 
mental work on the facade of the Dreamland 
building, said that it was the most difficult 
work he had ever undertaken. Last March 
tne first impression was taken. Two weeks 
were required to complete the molds. At the 
time the thermometer registered 23 degrees 
below zero, A house was constructed around 
the statue, in which the molders worked. 
Twenty-three men were employed in making 
“good molds” of plaster of paris. When- 
the work was completéd it was found that 
twelve tons of plaster of paris had been used. 
With the forms used of wood and iren, the 
total weight of the molds was fifteen tons. 
It required a fifty foot freight car to trans- 
port from St. Louis the molds of the’statue 
alone, and two additional freight cars for 


’ the molds made of the other work. The cost 


of reproducing the statue was $25,000. 
Herman Leon. a French sculptor, made 
the original model of ** Creation.” In ali its 
dimensions it is that of the perfect woman. 
Ten women posed for different parts of the 


statue.

FLUNG CHILDREN OUT OF WAGON 


Then Mrs. Ginsberg Herself Jumped 
When She Saw That Smashup 
Was Inevitable. 


Brooklyn.—A large bay bay horse, attached toa 

top surrey, containing Samuel Ginsberg and 
his family, ran away at Glenmore avenueand 
Milford street this afternoon. The occu- 
pants were thrown out, the carriage demoj- 
ished, and the horse, after running six blocks, 
injured the horse of Mounted Policeman Me-

Samuel Ginsberg of 142 Watkins street, 
Brownsville, his wife, and three children, 
Lizzie, Katie, and Benny, 11, 9, and 8 yéars 
old respectively, were’in the surrey. Gins- 
berg: was driving along Glenmore avenue, 
when the horse suddenly became frightened

the two rear wheels of the vehicle were 
wrenched off the axle when they came Into 
contact with trees. 

At Milford street Mrs. Ginsberg, seeing that 
the horse was running away and might kill 
the party, threw the children one after an- 
other out of the buggy. Then she herselg 
jumped, landing on the road just as her hus-, 
band was thrown out. 

The horse, with the wrecked carriage drag- 
ging at its heels, ran to Pitkin avenue, where 
Policeman McLaughlin was sitting astride 
his horse. He gave chase and came up with 
the runaway near a field where a basebail 
game was in progress. The sight of the po- 
liceman chasing the runaway toward the 
grand stand caused a panic among the hun- 
dreds of persons watching the game. The 
game was stopped for ten minutes. 

McLaughlin managed to grasp the reins of 
the excited horse and brought it to a halt 
within a few feet of the empty seats.. As he 
stopped the beast one of the shafts of the 
broken buggy pierced the side of his horse, 
inflicting a bad gash, which was dressed at 
the police stables.

CAN GO BACK TO OLD SYSTEM. 


Voting Machine Commission Has the 
‘Power to Change the Present Vot- 
{nag Method in Minnesota. 


St. Paul, Minn.—The new state voting ma- 
chine commission has received applications 
from the manufacturers of four machines 
who want to do business in Minnesota. 
Nothing will be done with the applications 
until an interpretation of the law aythoriz- 
ing the use of machines has been obtained. 

It may not be known, but the voting ma- 
chine commission has it practically in its 
power to make radica! changes in the stand- 


ard ballot, which has been in use ever since - 


the Australian nidsee was adopted in Min- 
nesota. 

The “ straight ”’ ballot, by which the whole 
ticket can be voted by making one cross on 
it, is tabooed by the state law. but if the 
commission should so elect it probably could 
permit its use wherever machines are used 
in casting the state’s vote. . 

One thing machines will do and that is 
stop the rotation of names. If machines 
cannot be built to conform to the ballot now 
in use the commission has the right to make 
sufficient modification in the standard ballot 
to make it conform to what the machine wil! 
do. 

Attorney General Young is engaged in in- 
terpreting the law. He says the commis- 
sion will not countenance any radical de- 
parture Zrom the present form of the ballot.

TEACHES CARE OF ‘BABIES. 


Board of Health Issues Circular Telling 
Mothers How to -Prevent Sick- 
ness During Summer Months. 


Springfield, Ul., May 27.—The state hoard 
of health is publishing a circular for moth- 
ers, giving instructions as to the best meth- 
ods of infant feeding end care during the 
summer months, during which time the 
death rate among children under 15 is un 
usually large. 3 

Statistics have demonstrated that from 
one-fourth to one-third of all babies born 
fali to live to the beginning of the second 
year of life. It ‘is not the heat alone which 
is responsible for this high mortality. By 
fer the greatest number die from improper 
food, improper feeding, or inability to digest 
and assimilate the food given. 

The circular deals first with the dangers of 
artificial feeding, especially during the sum- 
mer months, and advises in a plain and ra- 
tional way as to how these dangers may be 
minimized. While urging the use of pure 
cow's milk in infant feeding, it is hela that 
“while the milk of the cow is perfectly 
acapted to the digestion of the calf, it fs not 
Suited to the infant,” unless it be first prop- 
erly diluted and moé@ified. 

Sound advice is given on the caré of the 
nursing mother, her diet, exercise, and meth- 
oés of life, while special attention is directed 
to the care of the infant, the @anger signals 
of the firet year and the necessity of clean- 
liners. “It is better for the infant to have 
clean food fn filthy surroundings than cirty 
food in ideal surroundings,” is one of the 
epigrammatic truths with which the circular 
abounds. 

Aside from this work of education, 
botrd of health will institute other oshe 
of protecting the infants of the state from 
impure milk, and will adopt other plans for 
reducing the mortality among children. The 
laboratory at Springfield, which is now pre- 
pared for greatly increased work, will prob- 
ably take an active part in this work.

For the sake of the 
few dollars they possessed he deliberately 
killed his own brother and his brother's 
wife at their home, where he himself was 
staying without paying board, buried the 
bodies in the cattle shed, and then- took 
possession of the residence and farm, giving 
out the story that his brother had gone to 
Denver to live and had given him the entire 
property.

tumes. The Federation of Women’s Clubs 
has taken up the case of Mrs. Lillie and hun- 
dreds of women who are convinced of her 
innocence are working hard to secure her te- 
lease on.parole. 

Mrs. Lille was formerly a dressmaker in 
David City. She enjoys sewing and hae a 
positive genius for original designs in plan- 
ning elaborate frocks. Since she was taken 
to the penitentiary she has been eating her 
heart out In brooding over her troubles, and 
it was evident that her health, already much 
impaired by the shock of her husband's mur- 
der and the strain of the long two years’ trial 
and its final bitter conclusion, would com- 
pletely break down if sométhing was not 
done. | 
Warden’s Wife Conceives Plan. 

Mrs. Beemer, the kind hearted wife of the 
warden, conceived the idea of allowing Mrs. 
Lillie to take up her former octupation, and 
the plan was eagerly adopted by. the frail 
little prisoner, who now feels that she once 
more has something to live and work for. 

Haif of what she earns is to be devoted 
to the needs of her little daughter Edna, who, 
with Mrs. Lillle’s broken hearted parents, 
is now jn California. The other half is ‘to 
be used to prosecute the search for the man 
who, Mrs. Lillie declares, is the murderer

R. MANUEL IGLASIAS, thé Portuguese phys!- 
clan ahi explorer, is to réad a most rerharkable 
paper befdré the riext méeting of the Royal 
Portuguese Geographic and Ethnographic so- 
clety, giving the details of liis discovery of an 
entire village imsouthwegtern Brazil peopled by 
nyktaloptics. 

A nyktaloptic fs a person who can see in the 
dark but not in dayliglit. The phenornenon is familiar to med- 
ical science, for nedriy 200 nyktaloptics have been recorded 
the world over in the last fifty years. : 

The interesting feature of Dr. Iglasias’. discovery lies in 
the fact that the @ntité village ih pedpied by 
nyktaloptics, and ih practically every case the nyktaloptic 
was “advanced”’’—that is, complete. All conditions of life.

Naturally the tire village was aslecp in the daytime.
